Chief  Constable  Steve  Green  said: 
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■100  yellow  ballons  were  added  to  the  red,  white  and  blue 
finale  in  memory  of  the  100  British  soldiers  who  have  lost  their 
lives  fighting  Tony  Blair’s  illegal  war  in  Iraq. 


“We  have  a  huge  number  of  Muslim 
citizens  in  Nottinghamshire.  They  feel 
intimidated  and  sometimes  ostracised 
and  have  the  perception  that  the  white 
community  suspects  everybody  with 
a  brown  face  of  being  a  suicide 
bomber.” 

Green’s  prompt  initiative  over  Islamic 
ribbons  is  in  stark  contrast  to  his 
force’s  depressingly  slow  clear-up 
rate  for  crime  in  Nottinghamshire. 
His  force  is  under  review  by  the 
Home  Office  after  it  was  revealed 
that  cases  had  to  be  “farmed  out”  to 
other  forces  to  get  them  solved. 
Bedfordshire  Police  were  another 
force  who  took  swift  action,  this  time 
with  regard  to  the  hunt  for  terrorists. 
They  issued  an  18-point  guide  to 
officers  dealing  with  Muslims  who 
are  suspected  of  terrorism. 

Officers  must: 

■  CONSULT  community  leaders 
before  raids  into  Muslim  houses. 

■  NOT  search  occupied  bedrooms 
and  bathrooms  before  dawn. 

■  NOT  use  police  dogs  in  raids  as 
it  will  desecrate  the  premises.

BRITISH  school  leavers  wanting 
to  join  the  Metropolitan  Police 
will  have  to  wait  up  to  three  years 
to  join  because  ethnic  minority 
applicants  are  being  prioritised  and 
selected  first. 

Non- white  Met  Officers  make  up  7% 
of  the  force  and  the  Government  wants 
this  raised  to  25%  by  2009.  To  meet 
this  target,  ethnic  recruits  are  being 
fast  tracked  into  the  force  to  such  an 
extent  that  they  currently  make  up 
one-in-six  of  all  new  recruits. 


CHANGING:  A  passing  out  parade 
at  Hendon  college  in  2001.  Because 
of  ‘prioritisation’  1 7%  of  recuits  now 
come  from  an  ethnic  minority. 

A  spokesman  for  the  Metropolitan 
Police  Federation  was  concerned 
about  the  current  policy: 

“There  is  positive  action  which  is 
legitimate,  and  positive  discrimination 
which  is  not.  The  line  between  the 
two  is  getting  very  narrow  indeed. 
“The  criteria  for  joining  should  be 
the  same  for  all  -  can  you  do  a  very 
complicated  and  difficult  job  as  well 
as  the  next  person? 

“We  need  diversity,  we  need  an 
eclectic  mix  of  skills  and  knowledge, 
but  focusing  on  certain  elements  may 
be  to  the  detriment  of  the  service.” 
Any  programme  of  recruitment  that 
prioritises  ethnicity  over  skill  and 
knowledge  is  likely  to  lower  standards 
and  the  performance  of  the  force. 


Angel  Fingers  in 
the  asylum  till 


PROPERTY  company 
which  earns  millions  of 
pounds  thanks  to  government 
contracts  for  housing  asylum 
seekers  is  under  investigation 
for  financial  irregularities. 
Based  in  Docklands  in  London, 
the  Angel  Group  has  had  contracts 
with  the  National  Asylum  Support 
Service  (Nass)  for  five  years, 
housing  asylum  seekers  in 
Yorkshire  and  the  North-East.  Last 
year  its  income  from  its  houses 
and  hostels  was  over  £20  million. 
Police  are  investigating  claims  that 
the  company  charged  the  Home 
Office  and  Leeds  city  council  for 
the  same  properties  and  claimed 
discounts  on  council  tax  to  which 
it  was  not  entitled. 

Because  of  the  sensitive  nature 
of  finding  homes  for  what  are  in 
most  cases  just  illegal  immigrants, 
the  Angel  Group  has  signed  a 
secrecy  agreement  with  the  Labour 
Government  not  to  comment  about 
its  contracts. 


THE  HORRIFIC  murder  of 
black  teenager,  Anthony 
Walker,  by  a  gang  of  white  thugs  in 
a  park  in  Huyton,  Merseyside  quite 
rightly  received  extensive  coverage 
in  the  media  because  racist  killings 
like  this  one  6  are  still  fairly  unusual 
in  the  UK’. 

That’s  according  to  Ian  Jolly, 
producer  of  the  BBC’s  highly- 
regarded  Newswatch  programme. 

So  it  was  surprising  that  the  stabbing 
to  death  of  28-year-old  Richard 
Whelan,  from  Kentish  Town,  north 
London,  on  a  number  43  bus  in 
an  unprovoked  attack  by  a  black 
assailant  on  the  same  day  apparently 
didn’t  warrant  nationwide  coverage. 
Maybe  these  type  of  racist  attacks  are 
not  unusual  in  Britain  today. 

It  was  this  discrepancy  in  the  BBC’s 
coverage  of  the  two  murders  that  led 
to  a  deluge  of  email  complaints  to  the 
corporation  and  the  response  from  the 


IN  THE  wake  of  the  terrorist 
attacks  on  London  and  the 
subsequent  police  investigation 
which  revealed  that  the  four  suicide 
bombers  came  from  West 
Yorkshire,  relations  between  the 
Muslim  population  and  local  people 
in  the  region  have  become 
strained. 

In  Dewsbury,  in  the  middle  of  August, 
these  tensions  boiled  over  one  evening 
and  there  was  a  confrontation  and 
then  a  stand-off  between  the  two 
communities. 

As  police  tried  desperately  to  avoid 
a  serious  riot,  they  called  in  Muslim 
leaders  to  try  to  calm  the  situation  and 
find  out  how  the  trouble  had  started. 
The  local  population  too  were  upset 
by  what  had  taken  place  earlier  in  the 
evening  and  wanted  their  community 
spokesman  to  explain  their  side  of 
events. 

West  Yorkshire  police  said  they  could 
call  the  local  Labour  councillor,  but 
that  idea  was  turned  down. 

“Go  and  get  the  BNP”,  one  lady  told 
the  senior  officer. 

“Yes,  the  BNP  can  speak  on  our 
behalf,”  suggested  another. 

So  West  Yorkshire  Police  telephoned 
Kirklees  councillor,  David  Exley,  who 
was  the  BNP  candidate  in  Dewsbury 
at  the  General  Election  and  polled 
over  13%  of  the  vote,  and  asked  him 
to  come  out  and  help  them  calm  what 
was  a  very  tense  situation. 

Thankfully  David  was  able  to  do  just 
that.  He  reassured  the  local  people 
that  their  views  would  be  heard 
and  despite  not  being  their  local 
councillor,  he  would  defend  their 
interests  and  represent  them  in  any 
subsequent  inquiry. 

BNP  Chairman,  Nick  Griffin,  told 
Freedom  that  he  hoped  that  this

Ian  Jolly  admitted  the  BBC  was 
selective  in  the  prominence  it  gave 
certain  stories: 

“Last  year  a  young  white  teenager  was 
abducted  and  murdered  in  Glasgow 
by  a  gang  of  Asian  youths.

VETERAN  OF  THE  FALKLANDS  WAR:  HMS  Invincible  faces  a  future  of 
languishing  at  the  back  of  Portsmouth  dockyard,  waiting  to  be  scapped 
or  sold.

LAST  MONTH  the  aircraft 
carrier  HMS  Invincible  sailed 
into  Portsmouth  naval  base  for  the 
last  time.  The  proud  veteran  of 
the  Falklands  War  was  flying  her 
paying-off  pennant  and  now  faces 
a  future  languishing  at  the  back  of 
the  dockyard  until  2010  when  she 
will  either  be  sold  or  scrapped. 

The  Labour  Government  is  ripping 
the  heart  out  of  our  Royal  Navy.  HMS 
Invincible  is  the  13th  warship  that 
has  been  axed  prematurely,  leaving 
Britain  with  just  one  aircraft  carrier 
ready  for  operations. 

But  Tony  Blair  and  Co.  are  only 
carrying  on  the  work  started  by 
the  Tories  after  the  Falklands 
War,  with  ruthless  cuts  in  the 
defence  budget  biting  deeply 
into  the  Royal  Navy’s  fighting 
strength. 

Britain  has  been  left  with 
an  escort  force  of  just  25 
destroyers  and  frigates. 
Already  this  year  HMS 
Norfolk,  the  first  Type  23 
frigate,  was  decommissioned 
after  just  16  years  in  service. 

In  June,  sister  ship  HMS 
Malborough  sailed  into  Portsmouth 
for  the  last  time  after  being  deemed 
surplus  to  requirements,  and  a  third 
frigate,  HMS  Grafton  will  follow 
them  into  the  annals  of  Royal  Navy 


history  early  next  year  when  all 
three  are  being  sold  off  to  Chile. 
July  saw  the  destroyer  HMS  Cardiff, 
which  fought  in  the  Falklands,  also 


retired.  She  will  join  HMS  Newcastle 
and  HMS  Glasgow  rusting  and 
uncared  for  in  Portsmouth  harbour. 
The  British  National  Party  believes 
that  Britain  should  be  increasing  its 


defences  at  this  time,  not  dismantling 
them.  As  an  island  nation  it  is  vital 
that  we  have  a  Navy  that  can  ensure 
our  security. 

Only  last  year  the  Chief  of 
Naval  Staff,  Admiral  West, 
warned  that  our  intelligence 
service  believed  that  a  terrorist 
strike  at  sea  on  our  merchant 
navy  was  a  distinct  possibility. 
But  a  report  from  the  National 
Audit  Office  warns  that  the 
Navy’s  readiness  to  defend  our 
shores  will  continue  to  decline 
because  of  lack  of  funds  and 
that  only  half  of  what  fleet  is  left 
by  2010  would  be  operational. 
It’s  not  only  the  decline  in  the 
number  of  warships  that  is  of 
concern.  Naval  manpower  is  down  to 
an  all-time  low  of  35,000  trained  men 
and  women. 

Naval  historian,  Rear-Admiral 
Richard  Hill,  has  no  doubts  that 
the  Royal  Navy  is  suffering  from 
continuous  defence  cuts  -  first  by  the 
Tories  and  now  by  New  Labour. 
“Insidious  cuts  are  constantly  sapping 
away  at  the  navy,  once  a  year  or  more 
often.  It’s  a  gradual  process  in  terms 
of  the  number  of  people  as  well  as 
ships. 

“If  we  suddenly  needed  more  ships, 
we  wouldn’t  have  enough  skilled 
people  to  man  them.” 


1,700  jibs  lost  at  Mf  base 

THE  RAF  base  at  Innsworth  in 
Gloucestershire  is  to  close  with 
the  loss  of  1,700  jobs. 

RAF  Innsworth  has  been  in 
operation  for  70  years  and 
during  the  war  years,  over  5,000 
staff  worked  there. 

The  closure,  in  an  effort  to  cut 
costs,  will  have  a  devastating 
effect  on  the  local  economy.

X  ABOUR  Party  supporters  within 
.Lithe  media  are  abusing  their 
position  to  frighten  the  public  from 
joining  or  supporting  the  British 
National  Party.

■  ALLOW  Muslim  prisoners  to  take 
traditional  clothing  to  the  station. 

The  National  Union  of  Teachers  were 
also  quick  off  the  mark,  issuing 
a  4-page  A4  brochure  to  teachers 
on  the  terrorist  attacks.  But  despite 
the  traumatic  effect  of  the  terrorists 
attacks  being  timed  to  coincide  with 
pupils  travelling  to  schools,  the  NUT 
didn’t  seem  too  concerned  about  the 
effect  of  this  on  children.

POLICE  HAVE  set  up  a  free 
advice  telephone  line  to  support 
and  reassure  Londoners  after  the 
terror  attacks.

British  soldiers  who  fell  in 
combat  in  the  First  World  War 
have  been  desecrated  in  what  police 
believe  may  have  been  the  work  of 
Islamic  fanatics. 

The  scale  and  nature  of  the  attack 
at  the  Albuera  cemetery,  near  Arras 
in  Northern  France  were  such  that 
police  think  Muslim  extremists  could 
have  been  responsible.  At  least  one 
Molotov  cocktail  was  used,  and  the 
attackers  even  set  fire  to  a  register  of 
war  dead  and  a  visitors’  book. 
Albuera  cemetery  dates  from  the 
Battle  of  Arras  in  1917.

253  graves,  including  one  containing 
a  German  soldier  and  1 10  of  uniden¬ 
tified  Britons. 

Remains  recovered  from  the  battle¬ 
fields  after  the  war  were  buried  in  the 
cemetery,  which  had  to  be  expanded 
to  accommodate  them.  Soldiers  from 
several  different  units,  including  the 
Royal  Fusiliers  and  Staffordshire 
Regiment,  are  among  the  dead.

WHEN  pupils  from  St  Michael’s 
school  in  Handsworth  arrived 
at  Hereford  Station  they  were 
dressed  as  children  of  65  years  ago 
in  a  bid  to  retrace  the  past. 

The  Hereford  Times  reported: 

“In  the  bleak  days  of  the  early 
1940s,  frightened  children  from 
Birmingham  would  arrive  with  gas 
masks  and  meagre  possessions  at 
Hereford  Station. 

“A  lifetime  later,  that  procession 
was  re-enacted  as  youngsters  from  a 
Birmingham  school  followed  in  the 
footsteps  of  their  grandparents  .  .  “ 
But  hold  on  a  moment,  if  you  look 
closely  at  the  photograph  of  those 
Birmingham  children  (above)  you 
will  see  that  they  couldn’t  have 
been  following  in  the  footsteps  of 
THEIR  grandparents  because  their 
grandparents  wouldn’t  have  even 
been  in  Britain,  let  alone  Hereford, 
but  thousands  of  miles  away  living 


their  lives  in  Pakistan. 

The  story  was  either  an  appalling 
gaffe  made  by  a  pup-reporter  or  a 
sinister  attempt  to  re-write  history. 
Establishing  Britain’s  multicultural 
society  30  years  before  immigration 
from  Pakistan  commenced  can  only 
be  an  attempt  to  brainwash  today’s 
children  into  believing  it  began  much 
earlier  than  it  actually  did.

councillors,  MPs  and  MSPs  and  their 
bully  boys,  they  failed.

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Overseas  nurses  send 
British  student  nurses 
to  the  supermarket

HS  TRUSTS  are  opting  to 
employ  foreign  nurses  at  the 
expense  of  newly  qualified  British- 
trained  nurses. 

Newly  qualified  nurses  have  been  told 
by  college  trainers  that  they  “may  as 
well  work  for  a  supermarket”  because 
there  are  no  nursing  jobs  available  in 
the  National  Health  Service. 

On  completing  their  three-year 
training  course,  at  a  cost  to  the 
NHS  of  £15,600  each,  nursing 
graduates  from  Suffolk  College  in 
Ipswich  and  Southampton  University 
in  Hampshire  were  informed  that 
local  hospitals  could  not  afford  to 
employ  them.  A  Royal  College  of 
Nursing  representative,  Keith  Murray, 
reported  that  in  30  years  of  nursing 
he  had  never  known  a  situation  as 
bad  as  this. 

Nursing  graduates  across  the  country 
are  struggling  to  find  employment 
because  a  growing  number  of  NHS 
Trusts  -  in  preparation  for  competing 
in  the  new  ‘payments  by  results’ 
market  place  being  introduced  by 
the  government  -  are  resorting  to 


desperate  measures  to  reduce  budget 
deficits  quickly. 

Staffing  costs  account  for  30%  of 
overall  budgets  and  Trusts  can  cut 
costs  significantly  by  employing 
foreign  nurses  and  reducing  staff 
numbers.  Foreign  nurses  are  cheaper 
than  UK  trained  nurses  and,  in  the  last 
six  years,  Britain  has  employed  more 
than  70,000  overseas  nurses,  mainly 
from  India  and  the  Philippines.  As  a 
representative  of  Unison  pointed  out: 
“Trusts  get  experienced  overseas 
nurses  on  the  cheap  and  keep  them  at 
lower  grades.” 

In  addition  to  facing  competition 
from  abroad,  British  nurses  are  also 
contending  with  a  total  freeze  on 
recruitment  imposed  by  increasing 
numbers  of  NHS  Trusts. 

While  Trusts  may  succeed  in 
reducing  their  budget  deficits,  the 
trade  off  is  that  British  nurses, 
highly  trained  at  the  expense 
of  the  British  taxpayer,  are 
consigned  to  supermarket  shelf¬ 
stacking  and,  with  nursing  staff 
spread  more  thinly  in  hospitals, 
patient  care  is  compromised. 


STUDENT  NURSES:  Back  in  the  1950s  student  nurses  were  valued  members 
of  staff  but  now  they  are  being  pushed  out  by  nurses  from  overseas. 


Immigration  skews 
HIV/AIDS  stats 

SEVEN  out  of  ten  people  with  HIV 
in  south  Essex  come  from  Africa 
and  are  now  living  in  Southend. 

The  vast  majority  of  those  carrying 
the  disease  come  from  Zimbabwe 
and  were  already  infected  when  they 
arrived  in  Britain. 

Tina  Penn-Gillam,  an  HIV  adviser 
to  Southend  Council’s  community 
services  scrutiny  committee,  has 
warned  that  immigration  is  making 
HIV  statistics  misleading  because 
most  immigrants  get  HIV  through 
heterosexual  contact. 

“For  our  indigenous  population  the 
largest  number  of  HIV  transmissions 
still  remain  with  men  who  have 
sex  with  men.  The  figures  have 
been  skewed  by  the  immigrant 
population.” 

The  Terrence  Higgins  Trust  in 
Southend  has  acknowledged  the 
changing  make-up  of  HIV  sufferers 
and  has  organised  support  groups  for 
African  men  and  African  women  to 
work  alongside  their  long-established 
support  group  for  gay  men. 


Girls  targeted 
for  abortion 
in  Leicester 


INDIAN  women  in  Leicester 
are  returning  to  India  to  get 
abortions  for  unwanted  female 
babies. 

The  practice  is  growing  in  the 
city  because  of  an  increase 
in  the  dowry  demands  being 
made  by  families  to  which  any 
daughter  marries  into. 
Campaigners  are  so  concerned 
that  they  have  called  upon 
Leicester  NHS  Trust  to  end  the 
practice  of  telling  women  the 
gender  of  their  babies  when  they 
go  for  a  scan.

are  Britain’s  future 


Steve  Johnson  on  buying  British  and  breaking  the 
supermarket  stranglehold  on  our  food  producers 


THE  TRADITIONAL  British 
family  farm  will  soon  be  a  thing 
of  the  past  and  our  country  will 
be  less  and  less  able  to  feed  her 
own  people  without  depending  on 
imported  food. 

Multinational  supermarket  combines 
are  using  monopoly  purchasing  power 
to  force  farmers  to  take  prices  for 
their  produce  too  low  to  let  them  earn 
a  living.  Just  four  giant  supermarket 
combines  now  control  the  food  market 
because  over  90%  of  Britons  do  all  or 
most  of  their  shopping  in  them. 
Farmers  therefore  have  to  sell 
their  produce  to  the  big  chain 
buyers  despite  being  ruthlessly 
exploited.  From  every  pound 
you  spend  on  food  in  their 
stores,  only  34p  goes  to  the 
farmer  -  a  share  that  has  dropped 
by  28%  since  the  late  1980s. 
Supermarket  running  costs  have 
changed  little  and  the  prices 
shoppers  pay  have  not  dropped 
so  this  extra  money  is  going 
straight  into  the  pockets  of  the 
global  multinationals  such  as 
US-based  WalMart  who  run  the 
big  store  chains. 

That  has  left  farmer  after  farmer  to  go 
to  the  wall,  driven  off  the  land  that 
in  many  cases  has  been  cultivated  by 
their  family  for  generations. 

European  Union  bureaucratic  regula¬ 
tions,  ignored  by  farmers  elsewhere, 
have  hamstrung  our  farmers  in  many 
areas  and  even  £3  billion  a  year  in 
Common  Agricultural  Policy  subsidies 
doesn’t  help  in  the  long  term  because 
it  undermines  real  farming  by  paying 
farmers  to  grow  things  our  people  don’t 
want  to  eat  and  discourages  innovation 
and  diversification. 

Over  the  last  decade  despite  a  near  50% 
increase  in  total  food  consumption,  the 
output  from  British  farming  has  fallen. 


This  is  because  our  food  now  increas¬ 
ingly  comes  from  abroad  with  15% 
of  lamb,  25%  of  pork  and  bacon,  and 
33%  of  beef  being  imported.  It’s  the 
same  with  our  vegetables  and  cereals 
and  even  at  the  height  of  the  British 
apple  season,  in  September,  over  half 
the  apples  on  supermarket  shelves 
came  from  abroad. 

Imported  food  is  not  good  for  the 
consumer.  Foreign  meat  is  not  always 
produced  to  the  same  high  standard 
of  hygiene  and  humane  rearing  as  our 


own  produce  -  it  was  imported  meat 
that  caused  the  2001  foot-and-mouth 
disease  disaster.  Imported  vegetables 
and  fruit,  especially  from  Third  World 
countries,  are  often  treated  with 
pesticides  and  other  chemicals  that 
are  illegal  in  Britain. 

Importing  food  is  not  good  for  the 
country  because  it  undermines  our 
balance  of  payments  in  the  short  term, 
and  in  the  long  term  it  undermines  our 
independence  and,  possibly, survival. 
The  British  people  only  survived 
the  great  wars  of  the  20th  Century 
because  we  were  able  to  just  about 
feed  our  own  people  from  our  own 
land.  Today  we  couldn’t  do  this, 


and  depend  for  our  food  on  politi¬ 
cally  unstable  and  potentially  hostile 
Eastern  European  and  Third  World 
states. 

The  British  National  Party  believes 
that  the  power  of  the  multinational 
monopoly  supermarkets  must  be 
broken  and  replaced  with  stores  run 
by  and  for  ordinary  British  people. 
Stores  like  Waitrose  -  the  only 
food  store  which  treats  farmers  with 
respect,  paying  them  a  proper  price 
and  having  a  policy  of  never  making 
any  farmer  dependent  on  them 
for  the  bulk  of  their  produce 
sales.  It  is  because  there  are 
no  parasitic  City  shareholders 
to  pocket  excess  profits  that 
Waitrose  can  pay  its  own 
workforce,  who  own  it,  a  decent 
wage  without  ripping  off  either 
producer  or  consumer. 

Whilst  the  global  supermarkets 
still  rule  the  roost,  farmers  should 
join  together  in  producers’ 
co-operatives  to  build  enough 
collective  muscle  to  get  a  decent 
price  for  their  goods.  Just  like 
Dairy  Farmers  of  Britain,  a 
co-op  of  3250  farmers  which  is 
now  the  country’s  third  biggest  milk 
producer. 

The  alternative  in  the  short  term  is 
more  ruined  farmers  driven  off  the 
land,  and  a  question  mark  over  the 
future  of  the  British  farming  industry. 
In  the  long  term  it  means  a  Britain 
unable  to  feed  her  own  people  and 
forced  to  rely  on  foreign  countries 
which,  because  of  global  warming, 
will  be  struggling  to  feed  their  own 
population. 

In  tomorrow’s  world,  if  any  country 
can’t  provide  food  for  its  own 
people,  it  will  face  famine  and 
destruction.  Britain’s  farmers  are 
Britain’s  future. 


Family  (aims  need  producers  co-operathres 


SCOTTISH  dairy  farmers  are 
being  driven  out  of  business 
by  agri-business  combines  and 
supermarkets  who  use  their 
monopoly  buying  power  to  deny 
them  a  fair  price  for  their  milk. 
There  are  just  1,400  dairy  farmers 
remaining  in  Scotland  when  twenty 
years  ago  there  were  almost  5,000, 
and  now  the  remaining  smaller 
family-run  farms  are  being  run  out 
of  business. 

The  major  supermarkets  have  recently 
increased  the  price  of  their  milk  but 
have  not  passed  on  any  of  the  extra 
profit  to  the  milk  producers.  This  has 
resulted  in  a  protest  by  dairy  farmers 
and  the  blockading  of  milk  depots  to 


cut  off  the  supply  of  milk  across  the 
country. 

But  this  could  result  in  supermarkets 
importing  milk  from  abroad  which 


will  not  only  drive  more  of  our  dairy 
farmers  to  the  wall,  but  will  make 
the  country  dependent  on  imports 
to  survive. 

In  the  short  term  our  dairy  farmers 
must  follow  the  example  of  Dutch 
dairy  farmers  by  joining  together  in 
producers’  co-operatives  to  process 
their  own  milk  and  thus  cut  out  one  layer 
of  greedy  profiteering  middlemen. 

In  the  long  term  they  must  campaign 
for  the  British  National  Party,  the 
only  political  party  in  Britain  today 
which  will  take  on  the  forces  of  multi¬ 
national  greed  that  are  taking  away 
their  livelihoods,  and  which  will  end 
the  dependence  of  the  British  people 
on  imported  food  produce.

BRITISH  Telecom  is  preparing  to 
outsource  their  remaining  UK 
based  call  centres  to  South  Africa. 

Ebrahim  Rasool,  premier  of  South 
Africa’s  Western  Cape  province, 
disclosed  that  BT  were  amongst  a 
number  of  UK  firms  seeking  to 
relocate  to  the  province,  attracted  by 
a  cheap  labour  force  and  smaller  time 
zone  difference  than  Asia. 

British  companies  are  looking  to 
South  Africa  as  an  alternative  to 
India  because  a  better  standard 
of  English  is  spoken.  Customer 
research  has  shown  that  the  heavy 
Asian  accent  and  limited  vocabulary 
of  telephonists  from  cities  such  as 
Mumbai,  or  Karachi  in  Pakistan 
has  proved  difficult  for  the  British 
public  to  understand.

Skylark -the  space 
programme  sunk 
by  Labour  in  1977 

SKYLARK,  an  innovative  and 
highly  successful  part  of  the 
British  space  programme  has 
finally  drawn  to  a  close  after  the 
launch  of  its  final  mission. 

The  Skylark  sounding  rocket 
programme  began  in  1955  and  in 
its  heyday  employed  more  than  250 
scientists  and  engineers. 

The  first  Skylark,  carrying  scientific 
experiments  into  suborbital  space, 
flew  in  1957  establishing  Britain  as 
Europe’s  leader  in  the  space  race  in 
direct  competition  to  the  Americans 
and  Russians. 

Early  development  work  on  Skylark 
was  done  at  the  Royal  Aeronautical 
Establishment  at  Farnborough  and  the 
Rocket  Propulsion  Establishment  at 
Westcott. 

Despite  its  success  the  Labour 
Government  ended  public  funding 
for  the  programme  in  1977  but 
fortunately  sufficient  motors  were  left 
to  continue  research  flights. 

The  44 1  st  and  last  Skylark  blasted  off 
on  its  final  mission  last  April  carrying 
experiments  to  investigate  the  muscle 
protein,  actin,  and  turbulence  in 
evaporating  liquids.  So  from  now  on, 
what’s  left  of  Britain’s  science  and 
research  industry  will  have  to  conduct 
their  experiments  using  the  more 
expensive  American-built  Oriole 
range  of  sounding  rockets.

BNP  is  right  to  warn 
over  economic 
threat  from  China

OR  OVER  a  year  now  the 
British  National  Party  has  been 
warning  of  the  economic  threat  to 
Britain  from  China  because  of  its 
massive  resources  of  cheap  labour 
and  high-skill  economy. 

Now  top  economic  and  business 
experts  are  agreeing  that  our  concerns 
are  well-founded,  vital,  and  being 
ignored  by  establishment  politicians. 
Writing  in  the  Sunday  Times ,  business 
editor,  William  Lewis,  laid  it  on  the 
line  in  words  that  Freedom  couldn’t 
have  put  better: 

“The  rise  of  the  Chinese  economy  is 
...  the  single  most  important  public 
policy  issue  facing  the  UK.  Should  we 
let  Chinese  companies  buy  our  best 
and  biggest  corporations  when  we  are 
not  yet  allowed  to  buy  theirs?” 

“What  are  wq  doing  to  ensure  that 
the  exodus  of  manufacturing  jobs  to 
China  is  matched  by  the  creation  of 
new  higher-end  jobs  in  the  UK?” 
William  Lewis  went  on  to  warn: 
“Remember  that  the  flip  side  of  the 
Made  in  China  deflation  is  serious 
industrial  dislocation,”  (and  expensive 
petrol,  as  Freedom  reported  last 
month). 

What  this  all  means  is  that  if  China 
is  given  unrestricted  access  to  our 
home  markets  and  ^industries,  the 
next  generation  of  Britons  graduating 
from  our  universities  will  be 
competing  with  millions  of  well 


educated  Chinese  engineers,  chemists, 
designers  and  so  on. 

Using  his  extensive  business  contacts, 
the  Times  business  editor  warned  of  a 
specific  dark  cloud  on  the  horizon: 
“Insolvency  experts  tell  me  that  the 
only  real  impediment  to  the  vast 
majority  of  cars  sold  in  Europe  and 
the  US  being  made  in  China  is 
shipping  capacity  -  in  other  words 
actually  being  able  to  transport  cars 
for  sale  here.  That  is  being  addressed, 
so  much  so  that  a  leading  bankruptcy 
■lawyer  said  to  me  recently  that  he 
coulek^t  think  of  any  good  reason  why 
there  will  be  any  mass  production  of 
cars  in  Europe  in  10  years  time”. 

That  means  the  closure  of  Rover  will 
be  followed  in  a  few  years  by  that 
of  every  Peugeot,  Vauxhall,  Ford, 
Nissan  and  other  vehicle  plant  in 
Britain.  With  all  the  job  loses  that 
will  go  with  it. 

Meanwhile  the  Director  of  Economic 
Policy  Studies  at  the  Hudson  Institute, 

“There  is  much  to  admire  in 
what  the  Chinese  are  doing 
because  they  are  rejecting 
the  globalised  capitalist 
system  and  using  expertise 
and  hard  work  to  build  a 
nation  state  able  to  provide 
for  its  people.” 


Irwin  Stelzer,  has  warned  that  the 
threat  from  China  is  not  just 
economic.  He  listed  a  string  of 
buyouts  of  key  firms  by  the  Chinese 
in  recent  years. 

“China  has  bought  40%  of  Sinopec’s 
Northern  oil  sands  project  in  Canada 
at  an  ultimate  cost  of  $2  billion;  taken 
a  10%  stake  in  an  Azerbaijan  field  and 
pipeline;  and  invested  in  Venezuela’s 
oil  industry  in  return  for  President 
Hugo  Chavez’s  promise  to  divert  some 
of  his  nation’s  crude  from  America 
to  fuel-hungry  Chinese  factories.  A 
few  months  ago  Lenovo,  a  Chinese 
computer  manufacturer,  bought  IBM’ s 
PC  business  for  $1.7  billion”  -  (again 
reported  in  Freedom ). 

There  is  much  for  British  Nationalists 
to  admire  in  what  the  Chinese  are 
doing  because  they  are  rejecting  the 
globalised  capitalist  system  and  using 
their  expertise  and  hard  work  to  build 
a  nation  state  able  to  provide  for  its 
people. 

If  we  were  Chinese,  we  would  fully 
support  the  Chinese  Government’s 
wise  and  far-sighted  nationalist 
policies,  but  we  are  not,  we  are  British 
and  we  need  to  defend  our  home 
markets  from  foreign  predators.

MORE  THAN  lOO  jobs  at  a 
Wolverhampton  company 
making  components  for  showers 
are  to  be  shipped  overseas. 

The  Kohler  Mira  factory  in  Bushbury 
is  to  close  with  the  work  being 
switched  to  China  and  Germany. 
Mira  made  the  first  ever  thermostatic 
showers  back  in  1937  which  were 
extensively  used  in  factories,  hospitals 
and  schools.  In  1959  it  developed 
the  first  thermostatic  mixer  shower 
designed  to  cope  with  the  unique  UK 


domestic  water  supplies,  which  made 
Mira  a  household  name. 

Staff  at  the  plant  in  Shaw  Road  were 
told  they  were  being  made  redundant 
because  of  a  restructuring  of  the 
company’s  operations. 

One  worker  at  the  factory,  which 
is  due  to  close  in  April  next  year, 
emailed  Freedom  with  the  news: 
“I’ve  read  for  the  last  six  months  in 
Freedom  about  British  jobs  going  to 
China  and  now  it  has  happened  to 
me.  I  have  been  with  Mira  for  eight 


years  and  never  missed  a  day’s  work. 
But  once  we  were  taken  over  by 
the  German  firm  everyone  knew  the 
writing  was  on  the  wall. 

“Isn’t  it  sickening,  German  bosses 
taking  over  a  British  company  and 
then  exporting  jobs  to  China. 
“Unless  something  is  done  there 
won’t  be  any  manufacturing  jobs 
left  in  the  West  Midlands  for  the 
next  generation.  I  hope  the  BNP  are 
standing  a  candidate  in  Bushbury  in 
May,  there’s  a  lot  of  support  here.” 


Employing 
nurses  from 
India  proves 
race  relations 
blunder 

HEALTH  chiefs  in  Oldham  have 
been  slammed  for  making  a 
race  relations  blunder  by  signing 
up  nurses  from  India  to  work  at 
the  town’s  hospital. 

But  it’s  not  Oldham’s  beleaguered 
white  residents  who  are  complaining, 
but  the  town’s  rapidly  growing 
Pakistani  community. 

Razia  Shamim,  a  non-executive 
member  of  the  Pennine  Acute 
Hospitals  NHS  Trust  and  race 
relations  adviser  explained: 

“The  tension  and  military  conflict 
between  India  and  Pakistan  makes 
this  decision  dangerous. 

“The  predominantly  Pakistani  ethnic 
minority  community,  which  the  trust 
serves,  are  unhappy  about  this 
recruitment  drive.  Employing  Indian 
nurses  is  politically  insensitive.  The 
nurses  would  find  themselves  in  a 
difficult  situation  working  with  the 
ethnic  minority  community.” 

The  BNP  believes  it  is  fundamen¬ 
tally  wrong  to  poach  nurses  from 
India  or  Pakistan,  countries  where 
they  are  desperately  needed.  The 
Government  should  be  funding  a 
massive  training  scheme  for  British 
nurses  so  that  they  can  meet  the 
needs  of  our  hospitals. 


ROCHDALE:  There’s  been  textile 
printing  in  the  town  for  140  years. 

Cheap  imports 
close  Rochdale’s 
last  textile  mill 

OVER  140  years  of  textile 
printing  in  Rochdale  ended 
last  month  when  Alexander  Drew 
stopped  production  at  its  Mellor 
Street  depot. 

Managers  at  Drew’s,  which  also  dyes 
and  finishes  textiles,  said  the  flood 
of  imports  from  abroad  had  hit  the 
company’s  order  books  and  made  the 
decision  to  cease  trading  inevitable. 
David  Lean,  the  managing  director, 
said  Drew’s  had  fought  tooth  and  nail 
to  retain  a  viable  share  of  the  market 
but  couldn’t  compete  with  cut  price 
imports  from  China. 

At  its  peak  in  the  mid-1990s  the 
company  employed  about  350 
workers  after  it  carried  out  a  £21 
million  investment  programme,  but 
still  couldn’t  compete  with  cheaper 
imports. 

The  job  losses  are  a  big  blow  to 
Rochdale  which  now  has  the  second 
highest  unemployment  rate  in  Greater 
Manchester.

Robert  Blatchford  (1851-1943) 
was  one  of  the  founders  of  the 
Labour  Party.  But  his  ideas  and 
writings  show  just  how  far  the  New 
Labour  of  Blair  and  Brown  has 
sunk  from  the  high  and  patriotic 
ideals  and  genuine  concern  for 
ordinary  working-class  Britons  of 
its  founders. 

A  former  Army  Sergeant-Major,  Bob 
Blatchford  founded  the  Manchester 
branch  of  the  Fabian  Society  in 
1890.  The  following  year  he  launched 
a  weekly  Socialist  newspaper,  The 
Clarion  and  helped  set  up  the 
Independent  Labour  Party,  forerunner 
of  today’s  Labour.  He  went  on  to  set 
out  his  ideas  in  two  important  books, 


BLATCHFORD:  He  was  critical  of  the 
country’s  infatuation  with  free  trade. 


Merrie  England  (1893)  and  Britain 
for  the  British  (1902). 

As  the  titles  of  these  works  suggest, 
Blatchford’ s  socialism,  like  that  of 
many  of  the  other  Labour  Movement 
pioneers,  was  of  a  robust  patriotic 
kind  rooted  in  a  concern  for  the 
well-being  of  ordinary  British  folk. 
Unlike  modem  socialists  who  think 
everyone  is  the  same,  Blatchford 
argued  that:  “Men  are  made  what 
they  are  by  two  forces:  heredity 
and  environment.  Your  intellect  and 
character  are  at  birth  what  your  forefa¬ 
thers  made  them”.  He  praised  the 
British  people  for  being  “intelligent, 
industrious,  strong,  and  famous  for 
their  perseverance,  their  inventiveness 
and  resource”. 

On  economic  issues,  Blatchford 
slammed  the  infatuation  with  Free 
Trade  that  was  to  take  over  the 
Labour  and  the  Tory  Party  years  later: 
“My  ideal  is  that  ...  people  should 
make  the  best  of  their  own  country 
before  attempting  to  trade  with  other 
peoples”. 

He  warned  the  people  of  Britain: 
“Don’t  you  see  that  if  we  destroy 
our  agriculture  we  destroy  our 
independence  at  a  blow,  and  become  a 
defenceless  nation?  Don’t  you  see  that 
the  people  who  depend  on  foreigners 
for  their  food  are  at  the  mercy  of  any 
ambitious  statesman  who  chooses  to 
make  war  upon  them?” 

Inevitably  Blatchford  and  the  patriotic 
wing  of  the  Labour  movement  fell 


out  with  the  internationalists  who 
were  infiltrating  and  taking  it  over.  In 
1915,  along  with  H.G.  Wells  and  other 
leading  British  socialists,  he  founded 
the  Socialist  National  Defence  League 
to  support  “the  eternal  idea  of  nation¬ 
ality”.  As  the  National  Democratic 
Party,  the  League  won  ten  seats  in 
the  1918  General  Election.  Sadly  it 
subsequently  folded,  when  it  could 
have  formed  the  base  for  a  genuinely 
British  socialist  patriotic  movement, 
free  from  both  Marxism  and  Fascism. 
That,  is  something  that  has  been  left 
for  the  British  National  Party  to  do.

Now  it  is 
rumoured  that  the  singing  of  the  hymn  ‘Onward  Christian  Soldiers’ 
is  to  be  banned  in  all  our  churches. 

What  on  earth  can  our  religious  leaders  be  thinking?  Did  not  Jesus 
say:  “I  am  the  way  the  truth  and  the  light.  No  one  comes  to  the 
Father  except  through  Me”. 

Do  the  Church  of  England  and  the  Catholic  Church  still  believe  that 
Christianity  is  the  one  true  faith?

ONDON’S  Sloane  Square  owes 
its  name  to  Sir  Hans  Sloane,  the 
founder  of  the  British  Museum,  who 
purchased  the  manor  of  Chelsea 
early  in  the  18th  century. 

The  square  lies  at  the  east  end  of 
the  trendy  King’s  Road  and  at  the 
south  end  of  the  more  conventionally 
smart  Sloane  Street.  The  Square  has 
two  notable  buildings:  Peter  Jones 
department  store  and  the  Royal  Court 


Square 

Theatre.  The  River  Westbourne  is 
carried  over  the  tube  station  in  a  large 
iron  pipe. 

But  now,  the  Royal  Borough  of 
Kensington  &  Chelsea  council  want 
to  turn  Sloane  Square  into  Sloane 
Junction  by  destroying  the  park  to 
make  way  for  a  crossroads.  London’s

LONDON’S  HISTORY:  Sloane  Square  more  than  100  years  ago. 


THE  DAWNING  realisation  that  our  police  force  has  been 
transformed  in  one  generation  from  Dixon  of  Dock  Green 
to  an  execution  squad  is  hard  to  assimilate. 

It  is  however  just  as  much  a  victim  of  this  government’s  disastrous 
policies  as  the  rest  of  us.  As  one  police  officer  said  on  the  Six 
O’clock  News:  “There  are  tens  of  thousands  of  illegal  immigrants  in 
London  and  we  haven’t  a  clue  on  the  background  of  any  of  them”. 
If  that  wasn’t  enough,  we  then  discover  that  one  of  the  failed  suicide 
bombers  had  been  granted  British  citizenship  only  months  after 
being  imprisoned  for  five  years  for  violent  mugging.  Another  was 
being  provided  with  generous  funds  from  the  government  as  well  as 
a  roof  over  his  head.

COAL  MINED  from  Britain’s 
coalfields  would  provide  a 
significant  part  of  the  country’s 
energy  needs  under  a  British 
National  Party  government. 
Combined  with  renewable  energy 
sources  and  a  limited  nuclear  option, 
British  coal  would  provide  our 
necessary  fuel  alternative  as  the 
peakoil  crisis  begins  to  bite.

(C02)  which  is  a  greenhouse  gas. 

If  coal  is  to  play  a  revitalised 
role  in  power  generation  then  these 
emissions  will  have  to  be  signifi¬ 
cantly  reduced  or  eliminated. 

Clean  Coal  Technology  cuts 
emissions  by  reducing  the  formation 
of  pollutants  such  as  NOx  and 
through  cleaning  flue  gases  after 
combustion.  It  also  makes  coal 
burning  more  economically  viable 
because  thermally  efficient  systems

needs  regeneration  and  new 
investment.  In  2004,  total  UK 
production  was  just  25.1  million  tons. 
Deep-mined  output  was  20%  lower 
than  in  2003  due  to  pit  closures  at 
Longannet,  Prince  of  Wales,  Betws, 
Clipstone  and  Selby. 

Imported  coal  in  2004  from  Australia, 
Colombia,  Poland,  South  Africa  and 
the  USA  rose  to  36.2  million  tons. 
Our  coal  industry  today  employs  just 
9,300  people.  6,600  are  employed  in 
deep  mines  with  the  remainder  in  the 
opencast  sector.  The  majority  of  jobs 


in  British  pits  lower-cost,  more  efficient 
used  in  power  stations  and  industry. 

are  in  England,  over  7,000,  Scotland 
has  over  1,200  and  Wales  950. 

As  at  31st  March  of  this  year  there 
were  42  opencast  sites  and  8  major 
deep  mines  in  production.

Offshore  British  Jobs  to  Irtdfa 

BRITISH  Gas  staff  facing  the 
axe  are  being  asked  to  train 
their  successors  in  India. 

The  firm  announced  last  month 
that  350  jobs  in  Oldham  would  be 
transferred  to  Delhi. 

Now,  as  a  final  ‘insult  to  injury’ 
employees  have  been  asked  if  they 
would  be  willing  to  move  temporarily 
to  India  to  teach  workers  how  to 
use  a  new  computer  system. 
Margaret  Mould,  who  has  worked 
for  British  Gas  for  nine  years,  told 
the  Oldham  Chronicle :  “I  think  it’s 
absolutely  outrageous  that  they 
have  the  audacity  to  ask  people 
who  are  getting  sacked  to  go  and 
train  their  successors.” 

The  company  is  cutting  2,000 
administrative  and  data-processing 
posts  in  Greater  Manchester  and 
Birmingham  and  moving  them  to 
India  because  there  is  no  health 
and  safety  legislation  and  an 
abundance  of  cheap  labour.

A  FUNERAL  procession  for 
British  suicide  bomber, 
Shehzad  Tanweer,  was  held  in 
his  family’s  village  in  Sumandri 
district,  near  Lahore,  Pakistan. 
Thousands  of  people  took  part  in 
the  procession  and  then  turned 
up  again  the  following  day  to  pay 
homage  to  a  man  they  regard  as 
a  ‘shahid’  (martyr). 

A  ‘qul’  ceremony  was  held  for 
Tanweer.  During  ‘qul’,  the  Koran 
is  recited  to  earn  merit  for  the 
deceased  so  as  to  speed  his 
journey  to  paradise.  But  in 
Tanweer’s  case  this  was  deemed 
hardly  necessary  because  his 
shahid-status  as  a  suicide 
bomber  is  believed  to  take  him 
straight  to  paradise  where  72 
virgins  are  waiting  for  him. 

The  crowd  hailed  the  22  year-old 
Muslim  from  Leeds  as  “a  hero  of 
Islam”  -  rather  a  strange  accolade 
for  a  man  whose  bomb  killed 
seven  people  at  Aldgate  station.

TUC  General  Secretary,  Brendan 
Barber,  caused  a  storm  of 
protest  by  calling  for  taxpayers’ 
money  to  be  given  to  the  Muslim 
Community  in  Beeston  in  Leeds.

Kipling's  poem  is

Poems  such  as  The  Stranger 
will  be  there  to  try  to  help  guide  each 
generation  when  they  become  lost 
and  confused  by  what  is  happening 
in  Britain  today.

JULIE  Ford  is  employed  in  the 
hotel  industry,  along  with  her 
husband  David.  They  joined  the 
BNP  after  the  European  Election. 

Last  September  Julie’s  hours  at  work 
were  cut  because  of  a  fall  in  bookings 
and  she  started  to  look  for  a  part-time 
job  to  make  up  her  income. 

“I  was  going  to  get  some  pub  work 
but  it  was  all  late  hours  and  it  would 
have  meant  me  struggling  to  meet  my 
early  morning  shifts  at  the  hotel.” 
Julie  from  East  Kent,  thought  she 
would  try  selling  Freedom  and  has 
sent  in  a  report  of  her  progress. 

“As  I  like  to  talk  about  politics  and 
especially  to  correct  people’s  miscon¬ 
ceptions  about  the  BNP,  I  thought  I 
would  try  selling  Freedom  and  see  if 
I  could  supplement  my  income  that 
way. 

“I  spent  three  mornings  leafleting  our 
estate  with  the  6 If  only  I  could  seek 
asylum  ’  leaflet.  If  someone  was  out  in 
their  garden  I  would  stop  and  talk  and 
if  they  were  receptive  I  asked  if  they 
would  like  Freedom  each  month. 

“I  then  started  actually  knocking  on 
doors ,  putting  three  hours  aside  every 
Tuesday  morning  and  two  hours  from 
6pm  to  8pm  each  Tuesday  evening. 

“I  had  eight  firm  sales  from  speaking 
to  people  leafleting  and  got  another 
18  from  that  first  day.  After  five 
months  I  now  have  a  round  of  125 
which  is  growing  every  month.  It 
takes  two  Tuesdays  to  service  the 
existing  round  and  I  spend  the  third 
Tuesday  in  the  month  canvassing  for 
new  sales.  My  target  is  a  round  of 
200  by  January  2006. 


“I  have  had  just  six  people  drop  out, 
and  well  over  half  pay  for  their  paper 
with  a  pound  coin  and  tell  me  to 
keep  the  change.  I  clear  over  £60 
every  month  tax  free  and  there’s  no 
travelling  because  my  sales  are  all 
within  walking  distance. 

“I  like  selling  Freedom  because  it 
feels  like  I’m  doing  something  to  help 
the  BNP.  I’m  also  my  own  boss  and 
can  be  flexible  when  I  work  and  how 
long  I  work.  It’s  extra  money  that 
Tony  Blair  doesn’t  know  about  and 
it  helps  towards  paying  the  bills  and 
keeping  our  heads  above  water.”

The  council  flat  she  lives  in  hasn't  had  any  money  spent  on 
it  for  years.  Each  winter  she  has  to  choose  between  keeping  a  single  bar  of  the  electric 
fire  on  or  getting  enough  to  eat 

It's  a  pity  for  Margaret  that  she  can  t  claim  asylum.  Just  look  at  some  of  what  she'd 
get  if  she'd  just  travelled  through  a  dozen  safe  countries  to  get  to  Soft  Touch  Britain:-
